I have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  re- 
port on  the  sanitary  condition  of  your  district  during 
the  year  1905. 

The  same  Statistical  Tables  are  used  as 
before,  but  another  No.  V.  has  been  added  dealing  with 
the  Infant  Mortality.  As  this  is  a novelty  and  I did 
not  know  of  it  till  the  beginning  of  this  year,  it  caused 
a good  deal  of  trouble. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  congratulate  the 
Council  on  what  has  been  on  the  whole  a healthy 
year.

The  area  of  your  district  excluding  that  part 
covered  with  water  is  8,380  acres.  The  estimated 
population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1905  was  13,641 
or  1'63  persons  to  the  acre. 

The  estimated  number  of  houses  inhabited  in 
June  was  2,645  which  gives  an  average  of  5*1  persons 
per  house. 

As,  owing  in  a great  part  to  the  lack  of  employ- 
ment at  the  Government  Factories  and  private  works 
in  the  neighbourhood,  a great  number  of  persons  have 
left  the  district,  the  population,  especially  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year,  has  been  distinctly  smaller  than 
it  would  otherwise  have  been,  and  was  probably  be- 
neath the  estimated  population.  The  estimated 
population  is  calculated  on  the  supposition  that  the 
numbers  increase  at  the  same  rate  as  during  the 
previous  decennial  period. 

It  is  evident  that  the  first  persons  who  leave  the 
district  in  search  of  work  will  be  the  young  adults 
who  are  often  lodgers  and  generally  have  fewer  ties 
holding  them  to  the  place.  Householders  if  they  must 
go,  move  later  and  thus  it  is  only  in  the  last  quarter 
that  so  many  houses  have  been  empty.  The  average 
number  of  persons  therefore  would  probably  not  be  so 
great  as  would  appear  from  the  calculation. 

Births.  The  number  of  births  was  343,  the 
birth  rate  25*1. 

In  my  report  of  a year  ago  I alluded  to  the  con- 
stant fall  of  the  birth  rate  which  is  a question 
nationally  of  very  great  importance  but  one  with  which 
the  Council  has  little  opportunity  of  dealing. 

I last  year  told  you  that  it  had  been  more  con- 
stantly declining  since  1900  when  women  first  com- 
menced work  in  a certain  industry.  I have  paid 
attention  to  the  matter  during  the  past  year,  but  I 
cannot  say  I have  discovered  proof  that  this  work  had 
much  to  do  with  the  declining  birth  rate. 
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Deaths.  The  total  number  of  deaths  registered 
in  the  district  was  140.  One  of  these  may  be  deducted 
as  that  of  a person  from  outside  who  died  in  a 
Public  Institution.  Twelve  deaths  of  persons  who 
belonged  to  the  district  but  died  in  Public  Institutions 
outside  must  be  added. 

Thus  151  is  the  number  from  which  the  death 
rate  of  11-07  is  calculated. 

The  zymotic  death  rate,  calculated  from  the 
number  of  deaths  from  the  same  principal  zymotic 
diseases  is  smaller  than  has  been  experienced  for  some 
years.

Thirty-seven  deaths  of  children  under  one  year 
of  age  occurred  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Kate  of 
107-3  per  thousand  births.  In  the  case  of  five  of 
those  the  cause  of  death  was  not  certified  by  a medical 
practitioner  who  had  attended  the  child  and  was  only 
stated  as  the  probable  cause. 

Thirteen  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  month 
and  of  those,  four  were  ascribed  to  Premature  birth, 
five  to  congenital  defects  and  one  only  to  Diarrhoea. 

The  question  of  the  Infant  Mortality  received 
your  attention  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  delivery  to  the  parents 
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of  every  new  born  child  of  one  of  the  cards  issued  by 
the  County  Council  containing  instructions  as  to  the 
care  and  feeding  of  Infants. 

I regret  that  no  appreciable  effect  has  resulted  so 
far.  The  Infant  Mortality  Bate  was  below  the  average 
but  still  a good  deal  higher  than  it  should  have  been 
when  the  fact  that  there  was  no  epidemic  Diarrhoea 
during  the  year  is  remembered. 

24'5  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  was 
those  of  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

The  deaths  at  ages  over  65  number  46.  30 '5  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  were  those  of 
persons  more  than  65  years  old. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  has  been  an  unusual  freedom  of  Infectious 
Disease  throughout  the  year. 

From  table  III.  you  will  see  that  33  cases  only 
have  been  notified  and  in  5 cases  the  disease  did  not 
turn  out  to  be  that  notified.  There  was  ample 
accommodation  for  all  cases  which  required  Isolation. 

There  was  no  death  from  Scarlet  Fever  and  one 
only  from  Diphtheria,  the  two  diseases  most  to  be 
feared  as  a rule  in  this  district,  and  one  from  Measles 
and  one  from  Erysipelas. 

Isolation  of  cases  has  been,  as  before,  provided  at 
the  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital  at  Dig  Dag  Hill,  for 
Scarlet  Fever  only. 

Enfield  Isolation  Hospital  received  8 cases  of 
Diphtheria. 

5 cases  of  Diphtheria  were  sent  to  the  Hertford 
and  Ware  Joint  Hospital. 

One  case  erroneously  diagnosed  as  Typhoid  Fever 
was  sent  to  Hertford  Infirmary. 

Epidemiolog^y. 

Measles  is  not  a notifiable  disease,  so  the  number 
of  cases  occurring  is  not  known.  One  death  was 
caused  by  Measles. 
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Scarlet  Fever.  4 cases  were  notified.  Three 
of  them  were  taken  to  Dig  Dag  Hill.  One  was  a 
severe  case  complicated  by  Diphtheria  which  recovered. 
The  other  two  patients  were  suffering  from  what  is  at 
present  called  the  “Hertford  Disease’’  of  which  I 
shall  speak  later  on. 

Diphtheria.  19  cases  were  reported  of  which  8 
were  sent  to  Enfield,  5 to  Hertford  and  1 declined 
Isolation.  They  were  all  sporadic  cases,  there  being 
no  regular  epidemic  and  all  recovered.  2 cases  turned 
out  not  Diphtheria,  and  one  case  occurring  in  your 
own  Hospital  remained  there. 

Enteric  Fever.  A death  in  January  resulted  from 
a case  reported  in  December  1904,  probably  caused  by 
eating  oysters.  One  case  was  notified  in  July,  and 
was  sent  to  Hertford  but  it  turned  out  not  to  he 
Typhoid. 

Diarrhcea.  Your  District  this  year  escaped  the 
usual  epidemic  of  Autumn  Diarrhoea.  The  cause  of 
this  happy  fact  appears  as  follows  : — 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea  occurs  generally  when  the 
temperature  of  the  ground  at  a depth  of  4 feet  has 
risen  to  a height  of  56°  F.  especially  if  dry  weather 
prevails.  In  the  past  year  this  temperature  was 
about  July  20th,  but  about  this  time  copious  showers 
fell  and  continued  in  August. 

Hertford  Disease.  An  epidemic  disease  to  which 
no  distinct  name  has  been  given  has  occurred  in 
Hertfordshire  and  the  neighbouring  (’ounties  which 
has  rather  puzzled  medical  men  in  its  diagnosis,  being 
mistaken  occasionally  for  a slight  case  of  8carlet  Fever 
as  the  two  cases  admitted  into  your  Hospital  show. 
In  other  symptoms  it  resembles  Influenza  especially 
in  the  depressing  effect  it  has  on  the  heart’s  action  at 
a certain  stage.  In  its  more  severe  forms  it  is  said  to 
resemble  Cerebro-spinal  Menengitis  tho’  I have  not 
heard  of  such  cases  in  your  district.  The  whole  disease

is  receiving  much  attention  from  Dr.  Dunn,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Ware  and  Hertford 
combined  districts,  who  is  particularly  investigating 
its  bacterial  nature.  In  addition  to  the  two  cases  in 
your  Hospital  1 have  seen  eight  in  your  district. 

Its  epidemic  character  is  recognised  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  has  issued  a 
paper  on  the  subject  to  all  Medical  Practitioners  in  the 
County. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease  in  your 
district. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  medical  men 
in  your  district  for  kindly  telling  me  of  these  cases. 

Tubercular  Disease.  8 deaths  from  Phthisis 
and  2 from  other  tubercular  diseases  were  registered 
a tubercular  death  rate  of  0'7  per  thousand. 

6'6  per  cent  of  the  deaths  registered  were  caused 
by  tubercular  disease,  Tuberculosis  is  a preventable 
disease  and  a great  deal  is  spoken  and  written  about 
its  prevention.  From  the  insidious  nature  of  its 
inception  and  the  length  of  time  it  frequently  remains 
in  a quiescent  state  without  giving  cause  for  alarm  to 
the  patient  or  his  friends,  it  is  a most  difficult  disease 
to  deal  with.  I am  firmly  convinced  that  the  Council 
has  the  power  to  do  much  by  attending  to  the  condition 
of  the  houses.  Healthy  houses  with  clean  surround- 
ings will  do  much  to  prevent  the  disease  and  when 
people  have  learnt  the  value  of  ventilation  and  fresh 
air  as  they  are  slowly  beginning  to  do,  there  will  be 
less  tubercular  disease.  One  case  this  year  in  your 
district  has  received  great  benefit  from  a sojourn  in 
an  open  air  sanatorium,  but  for  the  working  classes 
in  whom  the  Council  is  chiefly  interested,  the  price  is 
prohibitive.  I have  tried  to  get  patients  taken  into 
such  places  but  always  failed.  Another  difficulty  is 
that  such  persons  seldom  apply  for  medical  aid  until 
the  disease  is  far  advanced. 

From  respiratory  diseases  not  Phthisis  20  deaths 
were  registered — a death  rate  of  1'4  per  thousand. 


Rainfall. 

The  3 rain  guages  owned  by  the  Council  give 
widely  different  results,  the  difference  between  two  of 
them  is  5 2 inches.  That  at  the  Manor  House  gives 
23-77  inches  which  corresponds  pretty  closely  with 
the  amount  measured  by  others  in  the  neighbourhood. 

There  was  one  heavy  fall  on  July  9th,  in  which 
1-79  inches  was  recorded  during  the  day.  Most  of 
this  fell  between  12.30  and  2.30  p.m.  Some  of  the 
roads  were  flooded  for  a few  hours  but  no  great 
damage  was  done. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  has  been  good  and  sufficient 
throughout  the  year. 

Drainage. 

As  various  nuisances  are  dealt  with,  defects  are 
frequently  found  and  put  right.  The  traps  which 
were  put  in  between  the  smaller  and  the  main  sewers 
are  a contant  source  of  trouble.  This  will  continue 
until  they  have  been  removed.  Some  trouble  was 
caused  by  the  leakage  of  a manhole  into  the  surface 
water  drain  and  so  into  the  river. 

Complaint  was  made  by  the  Lee  Conservancy  of 
the  condition  of  an  effluent  from  a surface  water  drain. 

Microscopical  examination  of  the  effluent  pointed 
at  once  to  the  sewage  from  a laundry  and  this  sewage 
was  at  once  turned  into  the  Council’s  sewer. 

Sewage  Disposal, 

The  shallow  filters  which  were  used  in  the  scheme 
of  sewage  disposal  not  having  proved  a thorough  success, 
a new  scheme  has  been  adopted. 

In  this  the  sewage  is  to  pass  upwards  through  a 
course  filter  into  tanks — on  the  same  principal  as  the 
first  stage  of  the  Scott  Moncrief  process  and  then  will 
be  distributed  by  sprinklers  over  aerating  beds.  After 
having  been  thus  purified  to  a certain  extent  it  will  he 
applied  to  some  land  purchased  for  the  purpose  by 
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intermittant  downward  filtration.  The  work  of  pre- 
paring the  contact  tanks  and  the  new  land,  is  now  in 
hand. 

Scaveng^ing^. 

The  removal  of  hoiise’refnse  has  been  satisfactorily 
performed.  This  removal  takes  place  once  a fortnight 
l3ut  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and 
September  it  was  effected  once  a week.  This  was  a 
distinct  improvement  on  previous  years. 

Houses  of  the  Working  Classes. 

Though  the  question  of  providing  houses  for 
workmen  has  been  under  consideration  and  received 
considerable  attention  from  the  Council,  nothing  has 
been  done  in  the  matter  and  considering  the  large 
number  of  houses  now  vacant  it  does  not  appear 
necessary  for  the  Council  to  take  any  steps  at  present. 
Although  some  of  the  nurseries  are  building  more 
glass  houses  there  seems  a difficulty  in  obtaining  land 
suitable  for  new  nurseries.  The  rate  of  increase  in 
this  industry  will  probably  be  slower  than  in  previous 
years  and  the  need  for  further  house  accommodation 
will  not  be  so  great. 

No  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  during  the 
year,  but  notices  have  been  served  for  closing  one 
house  which  was  closed  and  is  now  used  for  a store 
house.  Another  house  was  found  in  a very  unsanitary 
state  and  the  Council  was  obliged  to  threaten  proceed- 
ings. A very  great  deal  of  expense  was  entailed  in 
rendering  this  house  fit  for  occupation,  and  I must 
congratulate  the  Council  on  their  firmness  in  insisting 
on  the  work  being  done. 

Prevention  of  Infectious  Disease. 

In  addition  to  the  means  of  Isolation  of  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease,  which  have  been  sufficient  through 
the  year  and  which  when  the  hospital  is  completed 
will  be  thoroughly  reliable,  other  measures  have  been 
adopted. 
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A supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  kept  for  im- 
mediate use  when  a case  of  the  disease  is  found. 
This  can  be  and  has  been  used  if  a case  of  sore  thoat 
be  only  of  a suspicious  character  and  the  delay  entailed 
in  waiting  for  a more  complete  diagnosis  is  avoided. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  bacterial  examination 
of  material  obtained  from  cases  of  supposed  Diphtheria 
and  Enteric  Fever. 

I have  arranged  for  the  future  to  obtain  regular 
information  from  the  surrounding  districts  of  the 
occurrence  in  them  of  infectious  illness. 

The  several  education  authorities  have  also  kindly 
undertaken  to  send  me  immediate  notice,  on  cards 
supplied  to  them,  of  any  infectious  disease  known  to 
them. 

Every  house  where  infectious  disease  occurs  is 
at  once  inspected  and  the  necessary  antiseptic  pre- 
cautions taken.  When  the  case  has  been  removed  or 
is  over  and  done  with,  the  house  is  fumigated  with 
Sulphur  and  Formalin.  Eeal  disinfection  of  clothing 
and  bedding  will  be  more  efficiently  performed  when 
the  Steam  Disinfector  is  erected. 

Bye  Laws. 

The  Council  is  still  considering  the  Amendment 
of  the  Bye  Laws.
